Royal Bank fer transmission merely | 
to Edmonton, which undoubtedly was, | 
and was intended to be, the ultimate | 
destination of the same, This money 
never was/to the credit of the pro- 
vincial treasurer ce anyone cise at 
the head office of the “bank, or at 
any branch of the bank other than 
the Edmonton branch, The money 
itself did not go to the credit of the 
provincial treasurer in’ New York, | 
vut_ to the credit of the Edmonton 
branch of the Royal Bank. The 
account since its opening has been 
treated by the bank as being one 
which was current at the Edmonton 
branch, and not elsewhere, If the 
situs of the money is held to be in 
Alberta, the mere fact that the other 
parties bioncerned in the jitigation 
reside outside of the province does not 
take away the jurisdiction of the leg- 
islature over the money.” 

Under the head of banking legis- 
lation, counsel for*the province, in his 
factum takes up the question urged 
by the defendants in effect that the 
act of December 16, 1910, is ultra 
vires of the provineial legislature 
because it is banking legislation, 
which by section 91 of the British 
North America Act is exclusively com- 
mitted to dederad Surisdiction and 
because it conflicts with certain sec- 
tions of the bank act. Counsel for 
the government asserted that this 1s 
not banking jegislation at all, The 
statute in question deals with civil 
rights between the province and the 
railway company, not witu Lanss or 
banking. 

“On the admitted facts the statutes 
»f 1910 deals only with property and 
ivil rights within the province, It 
was a term of the Guarantee Act that 
the purchase price of the bonds in 
question should be paid directly by 
the purchaser into a bank or banks

A few yeare ago the man, Maxim 
Philipezuk, came to Pakan a@ stranger 
and took a homestead near Ewan 
Olaksuk, the father of Frazena, and 
sought her as his Wife. He won the 
father’s consent, but not the girl's. 
The ather exercised his authority and 
insisted so strongly that Frazena and 
her mother left the home, but finally 
the girl’s will was over-ruled and ehe 
married Maxim, . 

After living together some months, 
Maxim Jeft to go to work and his 
child was born shortly after. For 
months, Frazena, living... with.._her 
parents, heard Uttle of her husband, 
until suddenly he appeared at her 


father’s home, to be followed by a 
constabie and was arrested on a

charge of murdering a woman, 
inmate of a house of ill-fame at 
Calgary.

for the States. Frazena refused, 
stating her willingness to forgive the 
past ard wve With him on the home- 
stead, Pu! that she would not go te 
the States.
